‘The difference in 
the feeding values of two samples of hay is 
not told in the mere percentage shown by 
chemical analysis. One lot of sound hay 
may have four times as great a feeding 
value as another. Much of this difference 
is ascribed to the soil, a strong, fertile soil 
producing grasses with much more albumi- 
noid matter than a poor one.
